TWO HUNDRED PEOPLE BURIED 
IN RUINS OF NAPLES MARKET 


Weight of Ashes and Cinders 


From Vesuvius Gauses Roof 


of Market to Give Way 


Naples, April 10.—A frightful disaster 
has occurred in the centre of this city | 
following the eruptions of Mount Ves- } 
uvius. Two hundred people, it is esti- 
meted, were buried this morning in 
the ruins of the market, Monte Oliveto. | 
when the roof collapsed under the | 
weight of cinders from the volcano. 

The exact number of people within the 
building at the moment of the catas- 
trophe is not known, The disaster 

presented an appalling spectacle. The 
courtyard covers 600 square feet and 

was roofed. The accident happened at 
the hour of day when trade is most 

brisk. Little children playing about the 
stands added gaiety to a scene the like 
of which is not seen outside of Naples. 
Suddenly with scarcely a tremor of 

warning came a terrifying crash and 
the brilliant sight disappeared in a 
clodu of dust, while cries of agony rent 

the air. The work of rescue progress- 
ed during the morning hours and before 
noon sixteen bodies had been removed 
and 178 people carried from the ruins. 


Naples, April 10.—The Duke of Aosta 
tried to encourage the people to visit 
the villages buried or partly buried un- 
der the ashes from the volcano, but it 
was impossible to proceed in motor car 
or on foot so he tried horseback and 
by strenuous efforts succeeded in direct- 
ing the work of rescue and saving 
many people who were at the point of 
death.

Messina, Sicily, April 10. — King Ed- 
ward, who is here on board the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert, has _ tele- 
graphed to King Victor Emmanuel his 
profound regret at the volcanic disas- 
ters, and sympathy with the suffer- 
ers. 


Paris, April 11._The ministers have 
decided to send a division of French 
warships to Naples and take part in 


the efforts being made to succor suffer- 
ers from the outbreak of Mount Vesu- 
vius. 


Naples, April 10.—This has been a 


day of terror for the cities, towns and 
country about Mount Vesuvius. Reports 
place the dead and injured at several 
hundred but not many facts can be ob- 
tained upon which to base an estimate. 
A copious rainfall is cooling the lava 
where it lies stationary. Almost eq- 
ual with the devastaiion wrought by 
the lava is the damage done by cin- 
ders, which in incredible quantities have 
been carried great distances. This has 
caused the destruction of San Guiseppe. 


,a village of six thousand inhabitan‘s. 
two hundred people had fled! 


All but 
from the villageand these assembled in 
the church to attend mass. While the 
priest was performing his sacred office 
the roof fell and about sixty perons 
were badly injured. These unfortun- 
ates were for hours without a surgical 
or medical assistance. The only thing 
left standing in the church was the 
statue of St. Ann, the preservation of 
which the poor homeless people accept- 
ed as a miracle and a promise of de- 
liverance from their peril. At Otturu- 
ros the church and ten schools fell un- 
der the weight of ashes and cinders 
which left four feet of debris on the 
ground. Im the fall of buildings 125 
were killed and many injured, The vil- 
lage is completely desolated. After the 
evacuation of the place the barracks 
and prisons fell in. Reports from the 
coast and inland towns depict terrible 
devastation. San Giormia, Cremonia, 
Portici, Resini, and Torre del Greco, 
have been abandoned. A great number 
of the buildings in the villages have 
flat roofs and are ptsriy calculated to 
bear the weight of ashes and cinders. 
A considerable number of people have 
perished by the falling of their homes.

without his consent, which to all in- 
tents and purposes, it is believed, will 
have the same effect as the registration 
of the agreement itself, without at 
the same time infringing on the funda- 
mental principles of the Torrens iaw. 

The clause requiring the companies 
mentioned to pay a fee for the certi- 
ficates of title which will hereafter be 
issued to them under patent from the 
Dominion Government in pursuance of 
patents from the Dominion was pa3ss- 
ed without any potent amendments. 
In this connection Attorney-General 
Cross made an interesting statement. 
He said that there were now at the 
Edmonton land office alone patents to 
the extent of two million acres, for 
which certificates of title would have 
to be issued sooner or later. If these 
certificates were divided up into 640 
acres each, and a fee of $5 were charg- 
ed for each, the Government would 
have from this source alone a sum of 
$15,320, an amount sufficient to pay 
all the expenses of the Edmonton land 
office for the entire year. He intimat- 
ed that this would be the fee charged 
to such companies, and the other ciause 
setting the amount ef land that 
might be covered under one certificate 
of title was passed providing that the 
maximum amount should be 640 acres. 

There was some little debate on the 
announcement by the Attorney-Gener- 
al that the Government would separ- 
ate the assurance fund which would be 
received from the Dominion Govern- 
ment and that which would hereafter 
be collected by the Province of Alberta. 
In this connection the Attorney-Gen- 
eral explained that there was still the 
question as to whether the Dominion 
was not still liable, no matter what 
arrangement entered into with the pro- 
vince, for the insurance of the titles 
issued previous to the time that the 
province shall take the matter up, and 
if this should transpire to be tne case 
it was important  ithat the 
two funds should be kept separate so 
that there should be no confusion as 
as to which fund the sum should come 
out of in cases where Ptitle was 
found to be faulty--emd-the--Govern- 
ment had to reimburse the claimants. 
Mr. Rosenroll, of Wetaskiwin, objected 
again to the basis on which the assur- 
ance funds were raised, certificates for

Strathcona, Apr. 9—Mayor Sheppard 


and Alderman Douglas came in town 


from Ottawa on the late train Saturday 
night.

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IMPORTANT CHANGE IN LAND 
TITLES LAW 


The clauses of the new Lands Titles 
Act, especially designed to cover the 
ease of transfers under agreement of 
sale are 97 to 101, which, 
owing to their importance. are given in 
full: 

97. Registration by way of caveat, 


whether by the registrar or by any 
caveator, shall have the same effect as 
to priority as the registration of any 
instrument under this Act, and the reg- 
ietrar may in his discretion allow the 
withdrawal of such caveat at any time 
and the registration in lieu thereof, of 
the instrument under which the per- 
gon on whose behalf such caveat was 
lodged claims his titie or interest, pro- 
vided such instrument is an instrument 
that may be registered under this Act; 
and, if the withdrawal of such caveat 
and the registrativ; of such instrument 
is simultaneous, the same priority shall 
be preserved under the instrument as 
the same rights were entitled to under 
the caveat. 

98. Any person claiming an interest 
in any land, mortgage or encumbrance, 
may in lieu of, or after filing a caveat, 
proceed, by way of action to enforce 
his claim, 

$9. Upon the withdrawal, lapse, or re- 
moval of any caveat, or upon the mak- 
ing or any order by the court or judge 
in connection therewith, a memorandum 
dum of such withdrawal, lapse, removal 
or order, as the case may be, shall be 
made, by the registrar upon the certi- 
ficate of title, and upon the duplica 
certificate thereof. 

100. he court or a judge may, cn 
epplication of the registrar on behalf 
of any person who is under the disabil- 
ity of infancy, lunacy, unsoundness of 
mind or absence from the province, pro- 
hidit the dealing with any land, mort- 
gage or encumbrance in interest therein 
or the dealing with any land in any 
case in which it appears to him that an 
error has been made by misdescription 
of such land or otherwise, in any certi- 
ficate of title or other instrument or 
for the prevention of any other improp- 
er dealing.

101. Any contract in writing for the | 


sale and. purchase of any land, mort- 
gege or encumbrance, shall, notwith- 
standing anything to the contrary 
therein contained, be assignable, and 
any assignment of any such contract 
shall operate according to its terms to 
transfer to the assignee therein men- 
tioned all the right, title and inter- 
est of the assignor both at law and in 
equity subject to the conditions and 
stipulations in such assignment contain-

Provided, however, that nothing here- 


in contained shall affect any rights at | 


law or in equity of the original vendor, 
or owner of the land, mortgage or en- 
cumbrance until notice, in writing of 
such assigament has been either sent 
to him by registered mail, or served up- 
on him in the way process is usually 
served; and the notice mentioned in sec- 
tion 3 hereof shall be deemed to be such 
notice. 

(2) This section shall apply to writ- 
ten agreements, or contracts in writ- 
ing, for the sale and purchase of any 
eland, mortgage or encumbrance enter- 
ed into before, as well as after, the 
passing of this act.

TO REGULATE IMMIGRATION 

Ottawa press despatches intimate that 
an amendment is to be made to the 
Immigration Act to secure or permit 
of greater discrimination as to immi- 
grants allowed to enter the Dominion, 
and that arrangements have been made 
with the United States for deporting 
immigrants of the criminal class with- 
in one year of their arrival in Ameri- 
ca.

THE CANADIAN WEST

American Railway King Preparing Revenge for Canadian 
Pacific Trespass on Great Northern Territory. 


—_——__ 


(Winnipeg Free Press.) 

The announcement that the Great 
Northern has definitely decided to in- 
vade Western Canada and get a share 
of the rich transportation business 
hitherto monopolized by the Canadian 
Pacific and the Canadian Northern, 
has aroused the most intense interest 
in the railway projects of the Hill 
management. 

Up till this week the greatest sec- 
recy has been maintained by the Great 
Northern as to the moves they were 
making to complete their plans. It’ was 
generally believed that they had ac- 
quired the charters of the Brandon, 
Saskatchewan and Hudson's Bay Co. 
and the Midland railway. The former 
is authorized under a Dominion andthe 
latter under a Manitoba statute. 

The Brandon, Saskatchewan and 


Hudson Bay railway originated two 


years ago in the realization of a num- 
ber of prominent Brandon men that 
their city was not drawing business 
from outside points to nearly the same 
extent as previously. Five or six years 
ago the Brandon merchanis did a 


It was at this time that Hill and the 
Great Northern were looking for a 
club wherewith to beat the C. P. R., 
and in this B. S. & H. B. charter“tthey 
fourd a husky mace. : 

The building of the road would give 
them direct access to the heart of the 
territory of the enemy that had cut 
into the Great Northern's preserves 
in Minnesota and elsewhere, give the 
Hill road an outlet to the lakes, and 
incidentally combine business with 
vengeance by giving it a share of the 
richest grain carrying trade cf the 
world. Every consideration, both of 
policy and profit, pointed to the wis- 
dom of the Great Northern getting 
hold of the charter rights of the Bran- 
don roac. 


The final and authoritative an- 
nouncement of Mr. Louis Hill,and the 
letter of Mr. J. J. Hill to Mr. Andrew 
Strang, president of the Winnipeg 
Board cf Trade, settles the long sus- 
pected ownership of the B. S. & H. B., 
regarcirg the ownership of which the 
Free Press was the first to give the 
true inwardness. Since the Great 
Northern has acquired control, there 
has been little or no change in the 
outward orgenization of the company. 
All the Brandon promoters are still to 
the fore, and are in ostensible control

EDMONTON BULLETIN, 


Negotiations have been for some 
time under way between the Great 
Northern people and the holders of the 
charier of the Regina and Hudson's Bay 
Railway company. This is a Dominion 
company, the incorporation of which 
was assented to June 25, 1903. Its in- 
corporators pare J. M. Young, Ri. 
Barron, J. W. Smith, G. Michaelis, J. 
K. McInnis and W. J. Cummings, all 
of Regina, and Carl Michaelis, of 
Goerlitz, Germany. This was the com- 
pany regarding which Premier Scott 
sued J. K. McInnis, one of the incor- 
porators, and editor of the Regina 
Standard, because the latter asserted 
in his paper that Premier Scott had 
offered substantial inducements to get 
the Regina editor to support him in the 
recent Saskatchewan elections. As is 
well known, the charge was utterly 
disproved, and the editor compelled to 
pay substantial damages. 

The Regina and Hudson’s Bay Rail- 
way company’s objective, as in the case 
of the B. S. & H. B., is the Pas Mis- 
sicn on the Saskatchewan. Its charter 
gives it the right to construct a rail- 
way beginning at a pouint on the in- 
ternational boundary between the sec- 
ond and third principal meridians, 
thence northerly to the city of Re- 
gina, thence northerly to near Craven, 
thence northeasterly through the Long- 
laketon and Strassburg settlements, 
thence northeasterly to the Carrot riv- 
er, and thence to the Pas Mission. It 
has also power to build a branch line 
from near Craven, in a northeasterly 
direction through the Leon Creek and 
Touchwood Hills, thence northerly to 
north of Big Quill Lake. The charter 
also provides for agreements to lease 
or purchase the Qu’Appelle, Long Lake 
and Saskatchewan railway—the Prince 
Albert -branch—and also for agree- 
ments as to running power over the 
Canadian Northern.

To hand the road over to the C. P. R. 
or its allied interest, the Soo, would 
be to forego any chance of competi- 
tion. Hence other ihings being equal, 
it was felt that in the Great Northern 
lay the greatest benefit to the capital 
of Saskatchewan. 

It igs not believed that the Great 
Northern has yet actually secured the 
Regina and Hudson Bay charter. But 
it is known-that the two concerns are 
“dealing.” One of the directors is 
known to have had several interviews 
with Mr. J. J. Hill. It is positively 
asserted that the latter has made a 
definite proposition te the Regina di- 
rectors—a fact which, though loath to 
admit, none of them ever attempts 
to deny. Their charter is admittedly a 
valuable property, and it is not to be 
expected that they will dispose of it 
for a song, but mere money is not be- 
lieved to be the controlling factor in 
the situation, as far as the Regina 
owners are concerned. Nearly all of 
them are heavily interested in 
city and farm real estate, and 
they would reap much advantage 
in this regard from the early 
construction of a road having splendid 
American connections such as the 
Great Northern undoubtedly has. ‘So 
that, while nothing definite or that can 
be stated regarding J. J. Hill’s plans 
in and around Regina, still there are 
a number of things which by the pro- 
cess of putting two and two together 
would seem to indicate that below the 
surface some master hand was at work

Stratheona’s Immigration Agent 
Returns From Chicago 


J. G. Tipton, Government immigra- 
tion agent at Strathcona, who has been 
in Chicago for some time, returned yes- 
terday. He brought with him a train- 
load of immigrants. He left Chicago on 
Tuesday last and at St. Paul, where 
the immigrants were concentrated, he 
chartered a car and brought them 
along. There were seventy people al- 
together, the heads of a good many 
families and including a number of 
bachelors. The immigrants were all 
well-to-do Americans, who have join- 
ed the great throng that is pouring into 
the Canadian west. Most of the carload 
came through to Alberta, although a 
few stopped off at Moose Jaw, and will 
settle in the vicinity of Milestone, Sas- 
katchewan. Several went down into the 
Lethbridge district, but the majority 
stayed with the train until it passed 
Calgary, and then dropped off at the 
stations on the way up. 

Four of the immigrants Mr. Tipton 
sent up to the Pembina district yect 
terday, and he is sending four more 
up §n that direction today. 

Mr. Tipton said that the tide of immi- 
gration flowing from Chicago and oth- 
er places to the Canadian West was tre- 
mendous. The train to which his car 
was attached came in three sections, 
13 cars to the section, all loaded down 
with immigrants. They left St. Paul 
in the midst of rain and sleet and when 
the new-comers came into the bright 
Alberta, they ‘wore well 
pleased. They nearly all bought one 
way tickets, which means that they 
have come to stay, and intend to make 
life asuccess in Alberta. 

Mr. Tipton says the immigration hall 
hall in Strathcona, is crowded all the 
time, and in many cases incoming set- 
tlers have to wander around or sit up 
all night, being unable to get a place 
to sleep. The board of trade has ap- 
pointed a committee to make provision 
for the accommodation of settlers, and 
the condition of affairs wili be con- 
siderably improved in a short while. 

Mr. Tipton leaves again tomorrow for 
Chicago, and will bring over another 
car of these desirable settlers.
